How Can It Happen? 


I read a broadcast from Panama City which tells 
a mighty tale about all the money that we are scatter­ 
ing about the world with little concern for what 
happens to it. Let me repeat the Panama story; 
‘T his is the story of an incident that occurred in 
the capital of our country, we shall call it the story 
of the lost 
building. 


^ 
"This building, which wa* a large 
one and 
which contained recreational facilities, such as an 
ice rink, 
dance hall, gymnasium, 
and so forth, 
was sold 
to the Panam a Cliv adm inistration bv 
the I . S, government for one balboa. 
The under­ 
standing was that the building was to br mot rd 
lo another site, where it could be used by the 
children for their activities. 


“ Rut what happened’’ 
The building has disap­ 
peared. and the lot on which it was to be reerected 
is being used for commercial purposes 
No one knows 
what happened to the building 
no one knows why 
the new lot. which wa* set aside for the relocation of 
the building, us being used for profits; no one knows 
why children have been deprived of the use of both 
the building and the new lot. 
Attempts have been 
made to find answers to these questions, but we have 
always been given idiotic answer* 
In the meantime. 
what happened to the building’ Who is profiting from 
all thus’ ' 
A balboa is worth $1 OO, 
It is a sad tale of our 
generosity going astray. 
I was reading a speech—a sort of annual rep ort- 
delivered by Tito to the federal People s Assembly on 
April 19. in which he said 
“ Part of the 'm ilitary! requirements has been 
supplied from the aid received since 19.51 from the 
I'nited States 
As is known, receipt of thus aid was 
suspended in December last year after a mutual agree­ 
ment at our request, because that military aid was 
no longer in accord with our foreign policy, the policy 
of coexistence, in the changed international situation.” 


In a word, when we aided this fellow up to 
the tune of ti,006,Mf,OM, he felt that he w as doing 
us a favor bv accepting the aid. 
He will now do 
us no m ore favors. 
We can keep our tanks and 
planes and w hatnots. 


In fact. Tito regards Soviet Russia's competition 
with us in the give-away business as particularly 
notable. 
Let me quote his words 
“In the field of so-called international economy 
and technical aid. a significant moment cam e when 
he Soviet Union started granting aid on a broader 
international plan . . 
This cost the United States about $1,000 000 000 
before our officials in Washington discovered that Tito 
continued to belong to the Soviet world, that his 
quarrel was personal with Stalin, and that once Stalin 
died, the quarrel is no more. Note his own comments 
on the subject: 
“A great event of broad international signficance 
was the visit paid by a Soviet delegation headed by 
Comrade Khrushchev to our country, as well as the 
regulation of the relations between the two countries 
and the visit of our delegation to the Soviet Union.” 
The time has surely come for a restudy of the 
give-away program, call it by whatever name. It was 
surely devised originally, in the form of Lend-Lease, 
to assist our allies in war. 
It has been exaggerated 
into a world wide eleemosynary effort to aid remote 
and distant countries to achieve by one hop-skip and 
jump to an agricultural and industrial plateau similar 
to ours. 


^ 
We have sought to expend money to bring all 
the world to a com m on stan d ard of living, which 
can only m ean dragging down the countries of 
noble cultures to the sta n d ard s of the Polynesian 
fishermen of rem ote Pacific islands. 


This program never made much sense hut was an 
expression of American sentimentality which we all 
delight in and undoubtedly explains why we contribute 
more to private charity after paying enormous taxes 
than any people on Earth.

Kennedy amiably yielded 
the floor to the Republican lead­ 
er, and Knowland 
charged

land announced that he would 
offer as amendments to the pend­ 
ing bill all the labor reforms 
proposed by John McClellan of 
Arkansas, plus a couple more of 
hi* own.

Nu Monetary Reward 
The 
Justice 
Department, 
in 
prosecuting Caudle, has admitted 
he received no monetary reward 
in the Sachs case He was prose­ 
cuted for “depriving the United 
States of his best service*.” 
The chief charge against Cau­ 
dle really boils down to the fact 
that he was tenderhearted 
re­ 
garding a defendant who wa* an 
epileptic and might not be able 
to stand the rigors of a trial 
However, it was U. S. District 
Judge Roy Harper, not Caudle. 
who had the final decision 
In 
fining Sachs rather than putting 
him on probation. Judge Harper 
said: “This is the most compli­ 
cated medical problem of any 
case that I have ever had before 
m e.” Pointing to the fact that 
Sachs 
had 
been 
examined

fifteen or twenty doctors, he eon- 
tluded that Sachs was “ in a very 
serious condition. I made up my 
mind I would fine him and not 
put him on probation.”

Judge Committed Suicide 
Caudle and Connelly were tried 
under unusual, if not amazing, 
circum stances. The trial began 
in St. Ivouis a few weeks before 
the 1956 GGP convention, when 
the GOP had to make an account­ 
ing on its anti-Truman charge of 
“Corruption, 
Communism, 
and 
Korea.” Up until that time it had 
com e 
up 
with 
no 
corruption 
prosecutions 
Two 
members 
of 
the 
jury, 
Golaie Brown and Mrs. Gracie 
Hoffman, had been members of 
the Women's Republican Club of 
Montgomery City, Mo., and Mr*. 
Hoffman s son was treasurer of

Republican 
Party. 
When asked by the judge regard­ 
ing 
their 
political 
affiliation, 
however, they remained mute; 
and the Justice Department sub­ 
sequently refused to regard this 
as grounds for a new trial 
During the trial, U. S. District 
Judge 
Ruby 
Hulen was under 
heavy medication for mental de­ 
pression. and a few days after 
the trial he shot himself. Though 
every American has the right to 
a fair trial by a judge whose 
mind is clear, the Justice De­ 
partment has refused to consider 
Judge

as 
grounds for a new trial. 
Following the trial. I interview­ 
ed 
Dr. 
Jam es 
N. 
Haddock, 
prominent St. l» u is psychiatrist, 
who subsequently gave a sworn 
affidavit 
stating: 
“He

Hulent was taking paraldehyde. 
a liquid sedative, As the trial 
progressed it was necessary for 
the judge to take more and more 
of this medication. He continued 
to tie in a state of melacholy and 
had he not been in daily sessions 
in the court I would have con­ 
sidered prescribing shock treat­ 
ment. However, electric therapy 
involves temporary loss of mem­ 
ory.” 
Despite this. and despite the 
fact that Judge Hulen thereafter 
committed 
suicide, 
the 
Justice 
Department refused a new trial. 
It appointed a new judge to re­ 
view the cold record of 37 days, 
67 witnesses, and 200 exhibits, 
and sentenced Lamar Caudle to 
two years in jail. The contrast 
between this prosecution and the 
Justice Department's attempt to 
avoid prosecution rn some ca«c* 
involving Republicans will be re­ 
ported rn a future column.
